In s 
stretch of the pavement a little more 
than a mile northerly Irom the I*u- 
cerne Park railroad station, there 
were counted J25 separate cracks in 
nine- enths of a mile, and about three 
nti'es northerly from the Florence Vil¬ 
la »tati *n there were vri v racks in 
right ten h* of a mile This crack¬ 
ing is continuing snd can only result 
in the failure »f the entire pavement 
thus affected. 

"In the report of the Engineering 
Hoard in a stretch of 'wo and a half 
miles of road beginning one and one. 
quarter miles northerly from Winter 
Haven postoffice, out of eleven holes 
drilled in the crown of the road, on¬ 
ly two showed a thickness of s* much 
a> two Incites. In view of tile pres -1 
>n condition of this particular road 
wht'H will undoubtedly go to piece* 
within one year, we urge that the sur¬ 
facing be rejected and replaced a 
once. Vo mention »f this condition 
was made, however, in the summing 
up, stress being laid very improperly, 
we believe, on averages. 

•’Where *hc pavement i» rutted and 
cracked badly aud where the pave¬ 
ment is patched extensively, the work 
should be condemned, rejected and 
replaced, and where the defects were 
caused by faulty base the cUy shoM 
ie replaced or reworked to preven- : 
recurrence of the defects,

alysis of the surface mixtures filed. 
This, to our knowledge, has not been 
done at this time.

"To this date the entire construction 
of the roads has beeu under be super- 
v.n ti of the Jatidon Engineering Co.

ly n • notice was given to these sug¬ 
gestion* other than the statement 
that the r ad* were not acceptrd.

every objective, they placed them¬ 
selves astride the Ypres-Comincs ca¬ 
nal, having advanced hree miles on 
an eight-mils ftont. Portuguese and 
Belgian troops aided in Ihia offensive.

It >s estimated that during April, 
May and lunr the Germanys,jJJ;;-.d 
jSO.ooio- casualties on the western 
front. 

The Russian, having in June of 
1916 begun an offensive (rum the 
Pripet marshes to the Rumanian 
frontier, speedily captqicd Cscrno- 
wit* and the rest of the Bukovina, to¬ 
gether with Brody in Galicia, and in 
August they entered Stanislao for the 
third time in the war. These opera, 
lions forced the Austro-Gcrman, to 
relinquish line, fhcl had held through¬ 
out the winter of 1915-1916, 

The Halicz bridgehead fell In Sep¬ 
tember, but the subsequent advance 
on Lemberg wa, not pro.ecuted be¬ 
cause the plight of Rumania demand¬ 
ed the transfer of Russian troops ,j 
aid their Balkan ally. 

After the Russian revolution, the 
Russians made a feint to advance 
on Pintk, tr. cover the actual opera¬ 
tions resumed in July against Lent- 
Berg. This latter front extended 
18 t-a miles. Known aa "Regiment 
July First.' these troop, reinvigo- 
rated by the conactuiianess ol p. liti- 
cal liberty, coni, tin,led German mili¬ 
tary prophets by the magnitude and 
extent of their offensive. 

Led by Alexander Kerensgy, min. 
titer of war, and observed by Ameri¬ 
can officers, the "Regiments July 
First,'' forced the Teufnn. to evacu¬ 
ate Brrczany, and they captured 
many important positions, including 
terrain west and south of lltUca town 
and strongly - defended positions 
northwest or Sianislau.

This Russian operation broadened 
by mid-July, so that it extended from 
the Gulf of Riga to the Rumanian 
front, a distance of 800 miles The 
Germans were reported to be rushing 
troops from the Italian and French 
fronts. Widespread enthusiasm was 
created throughout Russia and the 
moral effect on the other entente 
powers was tremendous.

German spies, anarchists, 
peace fanatics and other agitators 
succeeded in desteoying the morale 
of some nf the Russian trn p 4 In 
Galicia, where a retreat became nec¬ 
essary when unit after anil refused 
to obey orders.
